Control of Autemebile Drivers 


(Orange News) 

The increase of automobiles on the road, and 
the vast number of accidents constantly oc- 
curring, have created one of the most serious 
national problems in the history of our de- 
velopment. 

Much is accomplished to hold down the 
reckless drivers wherever there are adequate 
laws well enforced. Through patrol of the 
roads and cancellation of licenses of reckless 
drivers so far as they can be discovered, al 
ways helps a lot. 

But there always will be lots of accidents 
so long as many drivers are irresponsible. 
Even if drivers are examined, that cannot whol- 
ly determine their fitness. They may drive 
very correctly when being tested, but after 
getting a license may drive so recklessly that 
they are sure sooner or later to get into 
trouble. 

Many of the people become involved in ac 
cident. In an unguarded moment things do 
not work always as they expect, and the re 
sult is a destructive smash. 

This- problem is discussed in the American 
City Magazine by Dr. F. A. Moss, secretary of 
the committee on causes of accidents of the 
Hoover conference on highway safety. The 
automobile dealers, he says, take eare that 
their machines are up to standard, but, it is 
hardly possible to seeure standard drivers. He 
notes that less than a fourth of the states ex 
amine drivers at all before allowing them to 
operate cars. 

He thinks it is just as important for a 
driver to be able to move a foot from the ae- 
celerator to the brake in ‘the proper limit of 
time, as to have the brake in good working 
order. He also feels that a driver should be 
able to pass certain tests showing that one has 
the judgment to meet eertain critical situa 
. tions.

given the custom by a government department 
has just come from Secretary Mellon. The 
Seeretary of the Treasury is the author of a 
schedule of tips which employees of that de- 
part may give while on official business. 

This schedule includes twenty-five cents for 
hotel porters and other handlers of baggage. 
Steamship stewards are entitled to ten dol- 
lars for a ten-day journey, or one dollar for 
each day on board ship. There is no amount 
fixed for restaurant and dining car waiters, 
but it is assumed ‘tips for dining service are 
permissible under the government regulations. 

In importing the custom from abroad this 
country made the lamentable mistake of ig- 
noring its essential principle as a modest re- 
ward for special service. Once bestowed in 
recognition of superlative service, the tip is 
now withheld only as evidence of dissatisfac- 
tion with the service received.

It has often been pointed out that the sur- 
est way to better the fire hazard condition in 
a city is to touch the sensitive pocketbook of 
the person responsible for maintaining the 
hazard. 

The automobile, transportation, building, 
employment and every line of industrial and 
commercial activity, we in this nation adhere 
to the policy of personal responsibility. But 
when it comes to earelessness with fires we 
have let the guilty party go the limit in caus- 
ing the city expense through necessarily high- 
er rates and property destroyed through fires 
caused by carelessness or deliberate reckless-

The insurance commissioner of Michigan is 
setting an example which should be followed. A 
loeal citizen maintained a dangerous fire haz-y» 
ard and refused to clean up his premises, 
which endangered his neighbor and the whole 
city. After a fair warning a punitive increase 
in his insurance rates was permitted. If the 
commissioner follows the poliey of increasing 
rates where unnecessary fire hazards are not. 
corrected, he will get results and benefit the 
whole nation through other states following 
sult.

CLUB WARNINGS 
AVE AUTOIOTS 
FROM ARREST 


Although there were 76,768 per- 
sons arrested and tried in Cali- 
fornia last year for violations of 
the state motor vehicle act, prac- 
tically as many motorists in South- 
ern California alone were saved 
from arrest through timely warn- 
ings, points out the public safety 
department of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, 

Through the work of a vigilance 
committee of motorists.and others; 
interested in motoring safety, 67,- 
308 instances of motor law viola- 
tions were reported during 1925 
to the auto club safety depart- 
ment, which sent warnings to each 
of the violators, specifying the 
time and place of the infraction. 
These friendly warnings, it is con- 
sidered, prevented the motor law 
arrests for 1925 over 1924 from be- 
ing much greater than the 14 per 
cent gain reported by the state 
division of motor vehicles.

In the drive to secure greater 
safety on the highways, 306 mo- 
torists had their driving licenses 
revoked last year, according to 
the motor vehicle department, 
While this is a considerable num- 
ber, it is pointed out that Massa- 
chusetts revoked 7,020 licenses in 
one year. 


Driving while intoxicated caus- 
ed 136 of the errant motorists to 
lose their licenses, while speeding 
and reckless driving was the 
charge for 92 others. ; 


A large inerease in the law vio- 
lations observed and reported by 
members of the vigilance commit- 
tee of the automobile club is not- 
ed in the 1925 total of 67,308 warn- 
ings issued, since these reports 
numbered but 46,476 during 1924. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 1925 
total of arrests, or 49,830 of them, 
were caused by speeding and reck- 
less driving, it is observed. Jail 
sentences for speeders and reck- 
less drivers is recommended | to 
improve the situation by Will H.

COLEMAN HELD 10 


SUPERIOR COURT 


Godfrey Coleman, Ocean Park 
realty broker, arrested following 
a motor car accident east of On- 
tario on the night of December 
23, last, in which Leslie D. Steph- 


recently resulted in his commit- 
ment to Patton as an insane per- 
son, was yesterday afternoon held 
to answer to the superior court 
following his preliminary examina- 
tionsin Judge George R. Holbrook’s 
court, oh a charge of driving while 
intoxicated. District Attorney G. 
H. Johnson prosecuted the case. 
Coleman is held under $1,000 bond. 

Although Coleman _ strenuously 
denied that he was intoxicated at 
the time of the accident and de- 
clared that the Stephens car had 
no lights, he admitted on the wit- 
ness stand that he did not even 
know what he had hit and had 
supposed it was a bridge. Cole- 
man asserted that he had had only 
one drink of whiskey that day and 
that it had been taken at 3 p.m. 
in Ocean Park, 15 minutes before 
he started for San Bernardino. 

Traffic Officer Wm. Hammond, 
Chief of Police W. O. Hardy and 
Paul Houghton testified to finding 
several bottles of liquor in the 
Coleman machine and two of the 
witnesses recited that Coleman di- 
rected his wife to go and get 
“that” out of his automobile after 
the pair had been placed in a 
police car to be taken to the hos- 
pital. Coleman denied this, say- 
ing that he had told his wife to 
get their bag, but that he had 
later gone and gotten it himself, 
although admitting that both his 
arms were fractured in the acci- 
dent. 

Mrs. Coleman, who sustained 
cuts about the face in the crash, 
recently pleaded guilty to a charge 
ef illegal possession of intoxicat-
